SUBJECT: Mutual Security Act of 1957 


1. Section 8 of the Mutual Security Act of 1957 (P.L. 141, 
85th Congress) contains a new section, introduced by Senator 
Fulbright, which relates to the use of the President's special fund 
of $250 million authorized in Section 400 of the basic mutual 


security legislation. The Fulbright amendment authorizes the

President to use up to $10 million of his special fund ‘for assist- 
anct, on such terms and conditions as he may &pecify, to schools 
and libraries abroad, founded or Sponsored by citizens of the 
United States, and serving as study and demonstration centers for 
ideas and practices of the United States, notwithstanding any other 
Act authorizing assistance of this kind.” It provides further that 
“im addition to the authority contained in this subsection, it ia the 
sense of Congress that the President should make @ special and 
particular effert to utilize foreign currencies accruing under title I 
of the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954, 
&s amended, for the purposes of this aubsection, '
